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NOTES 


ABOUT THIS PUBLICATION This publication presents information about employment changes of persons aged 
15-69 years who had held a job in the 12 months ending February 2000. 


Statistics in this publication were obtained from the Labour Mobility Survey, conducted 
throughout Australia in February 2000 as a supplement to the Australian Bureau of 


Statistics monthly Labour Force Survey. 


This survey provides information on job mobility and job tenure for persons aged 

15-69 years. The survey collected details about jobs held during the 12 months ending 
February 2000, including whether changed employer or locality and reasons for change, 
full-time or part-time status, occupation, industry and duration of job. This information is 
cross-classified by a range of personal characteristics such as age, sex and educational 


attainment levels, and employment characteristics such as industry and occupation. 


ROUNDING As estimates have been rounded, discrepancies may occur between sums of the 


component items and totals.

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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


OVERVIEW An estimated 9,673,000 persons aged 15-69 years had worked at some time during the 
year ending February 2000. Of these persons, 92% were working in February 2000, with 


the balance either looking for work (3%) or not in the labour force (5%). 


Of the 8,871,500 persons working in February 2000: 
a 76% had a duration in their current job of one year or more. That is, they had been 
in their current job for the whole year; 
= 15% had a duration in their current job of less than one year and had worked in a 
previous job during the year. That is, they had changed jobs during the year; and 
= 8% had a duration of less than one year and had not had a previous job during the 
year. That is, they had started their current job during the year and had no previous 


job during the year. 


Of the 1,362,200 persons working in February 2000 who had changed jobs during the 
year: 
= 42% had changed industry from previous to current job; and 


= 34% had changed occupation from previous to current job.

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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS continued 


JOB MOBILITY 


OCCUPATION 


Of the persons who had worked at some time during the year ending February 2000, 
16% (1,532,800) were job mobile. That is, they changed their employer and/or their 
locality at least once within the previous year. This represents a two percentage point 
increase from the level of job mobility during the year ending February 1998, and is the 


same as the level during the year ending February 1996. 


Of the persons who were job mobile during the year ending February 2000: 
a 78% (1,191,500) changed their employer or business; 
a 19% (298,300) changed locality while still working for the same employer or 
business; and 


a 3% (43,000) changed both employer or business and locality. 


Of females who were job mobile, 81% changed their employer/business one or more 
times, and a further 19% changed their locality only. Similar proportions were recorded 


for males (81% and 19% respectively). 


Persons aged 20-24 years were most likely to be job mobile (27%), whereas those aged 


55-69 years were least likely to be job mobile (6%). 


JOB MOBILITY BY AGE 
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Family members were generally less job mobile than non-family members 
(15% compared with 23%) and married persons were less job mobile than those who 


were not married (13% compared with 20%). 


For those 1,420,700 persons who were not family members, job mobility was higher 


amongst persons not living alone (29%) than amongst those living alone (17%). 


There were 8,037,000 persons who were working in both February 1999 and February 
2000. Of those, 84% had remained in their current job for one year or more (and 
therefore had not changed their occupation), 11% had changed their job but not their 
occupation major group, and 5% had changed both their job and their occupation major 


group. That is, 95% of these persons remained in the same occupation major group. 


Professionals were most likely to have stayed in the same occupation (97%), whereas 


Elementary clerical, sales and service workers were least likely (90%). 


Of the 75,100 Elementary clerical, sales and service workers who changed their 


occupation between February 1999 and February 2000, 40% became Intermediate

FULL-TIME OR PART-TIME 
STATUS 


Of the 8,037,000 persons who were working in February 1999 and in February 2000, 
5,931,100 (74%) were working full-time at both points in time. A further 22% were 
working part-time at both points in time and 3% had changed their full-time or part-time 


Status. 


Of the 239,100 persons who changed their full-time or part-time status, the majority 
(66%) had changed from part-time work in February 1999 to full-time work in 2000. 


DURATION OF CURRENT 
JOB 


The proportion of persons who had been in their current job for less than one year 
increased from 22% in 1998 to 24% in 2000. 


WORKING AT FEBRUARY 2000, DURATION OF CURRENT JOB

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Some 2,096,000 persons were working in February 2000 and had been in their current 
job for less than one year. A high proportion of persons in the Accommodation, cafes 
and restaurants industry had worked in their current job for less than one year (36%). 


There was a low proportion of such persons in Agriculture, forestry and fishing (14%). 


A greater proportion of males than females had been in their current job for 10 years or 
more (27% compared to 21%). There were 2,161,600 persons who were working in 
February 2000 and who had been in their current job for 10 years or more. The highest 


concentrations were recorded in Electricity, gas and water supply (49%) and

DURATION OF CURRENT Agriculture, forestry and fishing industries (45%). The Accommodation, cafes and 
JOB continued restaurants industry (9%) and Retail trade (15%) had the lowest proportions of persons 


in their current job for 10 years or more. 


PERSONS WHO CEASED A Of the 9,673,000 persons who had worked during the year ending February 2000, 

JOB DURING THE YEAR 2,163,700 (22%) ceased a job during that year. This represents a one percentage point 
increase from the number of persons who ceased a job during the year ending February 
1998. 


Of the 2,163,700 persons who ceased a job during the year ending February 2000, 
1,465,800 (68%) were job leavers (ceased last job voluntarily) and 698,000 (32%) were 
job losers (ceased last job involuntarily). Of the persons who were job losers, 

384,600 (55%) were retrenched. Almost half the retrenched persons (43%) had been in 
their job for less than one year, and a further 17% had been in their last job for between 
one and two years. Males comprised 63% of those retrenched during the year ending 
February 2000.

1 The statistics in this publication were compiled from data collected in the 
Labour Mobility survey that was conducted throughout Australia in February 2000 
as a supplement to the monthly Labour Force Survey (LFS). Respondents to the 
LFS who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey were asked further 
questions. 


2 The publication Labour Force, Australia (Cat. no. 6203.0) contains 
information about survey design, sample redesign, scope, coverage and 
population benchmarks relevant to the monthly LFS, which also apply to 
supplementary surveys. It also contains definitions of demographic and labour 
force characteristics, and information about telephone interviewing which are 


relevant to both the monthly LFS and supplementary surveys. 


3 In addition to those already excluded from the LFS, there were 
approximately 80,000 persons living in remote and sparsely settled parts of 
Australia who were out of scope of this survey. The exclusion of these persons 
has only a minor impact on any aggregate estimates that are produced for 
individual States and Territories, except the Northern Territory. Please contact 
the person listed on the front cover of this publication if you require more 


information. 


4 Students at boarding schools, patients in hospitals, residents of homes 
(e.g. retirement homes, homes for the handicapped), and inmates of prisons are 
further excluded from all supplementary surveys. 


5 This survey was restricted to persons aged less than 70 years who had 
worked at some time during the year ending February 2000. 


6 Estimates relate to persons covered by the survey in February 2000. 
Because of emigration, deaths, etc. not all persons with labour force experience 
during the period were covered. Details of last job and job held at February 2000 
may relate to jobs outside Australia. 


7 The estimates in this publication relate to persons covered by the survey in 
February 2000. In the LFS, coverage rules are applied which aim to ensure that 
each person is associated with only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance 
of selection in the survey (see Labour Force, Australia Cat. no. 6203.0). 


8 Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling and non-sampling 
errors: 
= Sampling error is the difference between the published estimate and the 
value that would have been produced if all dwellings had been included in 
the survey. For further information on sampling error, refer to Technical 
Notes. 
= Non-sampling errors are inaccuracies that occur because of imperfections in 
reporting by respondents and interviewers, and errors made in coding and 
processing data. These inaccuracies may occur in any enumeration, whether 
it be a full count or a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the 
non-sampling error to a minimum by careful design of questionnaires, 
intensive training and supervision of interviewers and efficient processing 


procedures. 


9 The estimates are based on information collected in the survey month and, 
due to seasonal factors, may not be representative of other months of the year.

From February 1990 the survey scope 
was restricted to exclude all persons aged 70 and over. However the effect on the 
estimates is expected to be small. 


16 Due to differences in the scope and sample size of this supplementary 
survey and that of the LFS, the estimation procedure may lead to some small 
variations between labour force estimates from this survey and those from the 
LFS. 


17 = It is impracticable to obtain information relating to a whole year which is 
strictly comparable with that obtained in the LFS for which the reference period 
is one week. The definitions used in determining the labour force status of 
persons in the LFS depend on a detailed set of questions asked about a person’s 
labour force activity during the reference week. For the Labour Mobility survey, a 
person is assigned to a labour force category on the basis of a more limited set of 
questions. It is for this reason that the terms 'working' and ‘looking for work' are 
used in this survey rather than the precisely defined terms 'employed' and 
‘unemployed' used in the LFS. 


18 Results of similar surveys, conducted in November 1972, February 1975 and 
February 1976, annually from February 1979 to February 1992, February 1994, 
February 1996 and February 1998 were published in Labour Mobility, Australia 
(Cat. no. 6209.0). 


19 = Historical estimates of the number and proportion of persons who were 
job mobile for the periods 1990 to 1996 were revised in the 1998 publication. 
Previously published estimates for reference periods from 1990 to 1996 will still 
contain incorrectly derived data.

1 Since the estimates in this publication are based on information obtained 
from occupants of a sample of dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability, 
that is, they may differ from those estimates that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the survey. One measure of the likely difference 
is given by the standard error (SE), which indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings was 
included. There are about two chances in three that a sample estimate will differ 
by less than one SE from the number that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been included, and about 19 chances in 20 that the difference will 
be less than two SEs. Another measure of the likely difference is the relative 
standard error (RSE), which is obtained by expressing the SE as a percentage of 
the estimate. 


2 SEs for general application are given in table T1. Since they are averages 
based on calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a wide range of 
labour force characteristics these numbers will not give a precise measure of the 
SE of a particular estimate but they will provide an indication of its magnitude. 


3 An example of the calculation and the use of SEs in relation to estimates of 
persons is as follows. Table 2 shows the estimated number of males who, in 
February 2000, had been in their current job for less than one year is 1,134,600. 
Since this estimate is between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000, T1 shows that the SE for 
Australia will lie between 11,550 and 15,250 and can be approximated by 
interpolation as 12,000 (rounded to the nearest 100). Therefore, there are about 
two chances in three that the value that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the survey will fall in the range 1,122,600 to 
1,146,600 and about 19 chances in 20 that the value will fall within the range 
1,110,600 to 1,158,600. This example is illustrated in the diagram below.

4 As can be seen from the SE table, the smaller the estimate, the larger the 
RSE. Very small estimates are subject to large RSEs so that their value for practical 
purposes is limited. Estimates with RSEs less than 25% are considered sufficiently 
reliable for most purposes. Estimates with RSEs between 25% and 50% are 
preceded by an asterisk (*) to indicate that they are subject to high RSEs and 
should be used with caution. Estimates with RSEs greater than 50%, preceded by 
a double asterisk (**), are considered too unreliable for general use and should 
only be used to aggregate with other estimates to provide derived estimates with 
RSEs of less than 25%. 


5 Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of two estimates are 
also subject to sampling errors. The size of the error depends on the accuracy of 
both the numerator and the denominator. A formula to approximate the RSE of a 


proportion is given below:
